The 
improvement features include a platform comprising a second processor substrate 
including a second plurality of components and second storage device to contain a 
second initialization BIOS to initialize the second plurality of components in 
response to hot-plug addition of the second processor substrate to the platform 
(claims 15, 28, 37); a second processor substrate including a second plurality of 
components and circuitry to support dynamic partitioning of the platform by 
signaling the operating system of a hotplug removal of the second server I/O hub 
and the second plurality of components to cause the operating system to configure 
the first scalability port switch and the second scalability port switch so as to 
partition the platform into a first platform including the first plurality of 
components and the first server I/O hub and a second platform including the 
second plurality of components and the second server I/O hub (claim 34).
